Is the Rhoose Point saga 
finally coming to an end? 


THE long-running saga that has left the 
highways and sewerage system at Rhoose 
Point unadopted could be moving towards a 
conclusion. 

As The GEM went to press, the cabinet of the 
Vale Council was considering a recommendation 
by senior officers to formally adopt the highways 
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on the estate. This course of action can take place 
now, says the report, because land has been trans¬ 
ferred to the council from the developer, Cofton, 
which is in administration. 

The council has previously refused to adopt the 
highways until sewers under the roads were trans¬ 
ferred to Dwr Cymru Welsh Water (DCWW). 

However, the report says: “..the vast majority of 
private sewers throughout the Vale of Glamorgan 
have now been adopted, including the gravity foul 
water sewers at Rhoose Point”. 

The report says that the pumping station and ‘ris¬ 
ing main’ on the estate are not yet adopted, but says 
that it is planned that this should happen before 
October 1, 2016. 

DCWW has also not yet adopted the surface 
water drainage system, but the council will be ask¬ 
ing it to do so. 

The report says that until the surface water sys¬ 
tem is adopted, costs involved in maintaining it will 
be “borne proportionately” by the council and resi¬ 
dents. 

It says that the risk is considered to be “minimal” 
as the system has worked for more than five years. 


As local traders form new association... 

Upper Holton 
Road in line for 
regeneration 


TRADERS at the top of 
Holton Road hope that a 
report into the future of 
the area will act as a cata¬ 
lyst for a regeneration pro¬ 
gramme. 

The Vale Council cabinet has 
decided that the report, undertak¬ 
en by MP Town Planning should 
form the basis of a consultation 
on the area. 

John Lewis, the owner of JPL 
Sound - The Barry Music Shop, 
which is situated in Upper Holton 
Road, said a traders’ association 
was being created, and he hoped 
there would be a positive relation¬ 
ship with the council in stimulat¬ 
ing the area. 

He said: “The traders have 
already had an initial meeting. We 
are in the Christmas run-up, but 
once that is over, we will have 
another meeting in the new year 
with the aim of getting the associ¬ 
ation off the ground.” 

Mr Lewis said people only had 
to look at how successful the 
High Street Traders’ Association 
was to realise the benefits of busi¬ 
ness owners working together to 
promote an area. 

He said he had been particular¬ 
ly impressed by the huge numbers 
of people that had attended the 
Christmas lights switch-on at 
High Street. 

“We need businesses at the top 
of Holton Road to work together 
and have a stronger voice. 

“There are a number of strong

specialist shops here, but some 
people are unaware of them. 

“We’ve been here 11 years and 
some people still say: ‘We didn’t 
realise there was a music shop in 
Barry’!” 

Mr Lewis said that one of the 
things that regeneration needed to 
get to grips with was properties 
that were boarded up. 

“If someone parks at the multi¬ 
storey car park in Barry and walks 
onto Holton Road, they can look 
towards the top of it and think 
there’s not much up there - not 
realising that at the top there are 
thriving businesses.” 

RETAIL CENTRE 

The report, that will now go 
before scrutiny and planning 
councillors, points out that Upper 
Holton Road “is located suffi¬ 
ciently away from Barry major 
town centre to ensure that it 
would act as a distinctively sepa¬ 
rate retail centre”. 

It highlights that the area suf¬ 
fered from a lack of vitality, high 
vacancy rates and a lack of care 
and investment. 

However, the study also indi¬ 
cated that the mix of businesses 
was encouraging. It suggests that 
outside the ‘retail core’, some 
commercial properties could be 
converted to residential premises, 
ending the sight of empty build¬ 
ings with shutters or boards. It 


also provides guidance on how 
the facades could be improved. 

Older Barry people have told 
Mr Lewis that at one time the top 
of Holton Road was more of an 
‘upper class’ area before it fell 
into decline. 

In recent years, both Holton 
Road and Thompson Street have 
had major facelifts. 

Upper Holton Road could be 
the next on the list. 

Mr Lewis said that things had 
improved since he had opened 11 
years ago. 

“More shops have opened up 
and there is a strong nucleus. 

“Next year, I’d like to see 
traders and the community hold 
an event, possibly using Bassett 
Park, to highlight what we have to 
offer.” 

INVESTMENT 

The Vale councillor for 
Castleland ward, Chris Elmore, 
welcomed the news that Upper 
Holton Road looks as if it could 
be regenerated and that a new 
Upper Holton Road traders asso¬ 
ciation is to be established. 

Coun Elmore said: “I met 
many of the traders earlier this 
year to go through the plans for 
the Castleland Renewal Area and 
at the time they were keen to 
establish a traders’ association for 
the Upper Holton Road area.”

Barry Town Council 
finance, policy and gen¬ 
eral purposes committee 
could have voided this 
application, but as we 
treat everybody with dig¬ 
nity and trust it was 
decided that this applica¬ 
tion would be consid¬ 
ered, along with the 
other applications. 

Certain criteria, such 
as previous recognition 
of Barry Town Council, 
along with Section 137 
of the Local Government 
Act 1972, state that 
awards can only be 
given to local charities 
and organisations. 

Therefore, Barry 
Town Council does not 
give organisations’ 
awards to third parties if 
they are collecting for 
national charities. 

As the application 
from the Rotary Club of 
Barry fell into this cate¬ 
gory, the matter was 
referred to a Working 
Party meeting of the 
finance, policy and gen¬ 
eral purposes committee 
for deliberation and after 
a lengthy debate, it was 
felt that the council 
should write to the 
Rotary Club asking them 
for some recognition of 
the award. 

At the next meeting of 
the full finance, policy 
and general purposes 
committee, it was report¬ 
ed that no response had 


been received from the 
Rotary Club of Barry on 
this matter. 

Therefore, the deci¬ 
sion of the Working 
Party to reject this appli¬ 
cation was upheld. 

Although there is no 
appeal process, a com¬ 
munication was received 
by the responsible 
finance officer request¬ 
ing that the council 
reconsider the decision 
as the then Executive 
Officer had a conflict of 
interest as a member of 
the Rotary Club and, as 
the nominated president, 
could well have been 
compromised in dealing 
with this matter. 

As there was no fur¬ 
ther correspondence 
from the Rotary Club, 
except a second request 
for the grant via a source 
unknown to our existing 
officers, this was relayed 
to a full council meeting 
by a verbal report and no 
further action was taken.

‘Not a radical 
solution for the 
Welsh economy’ 


1 READ with 
interest the let¬ 
ter from Coun 
Traherne, a 
Conservative Vale 
cabinet member 
congratulating the 
Welsh Government 
on reviewing the 
business rates in 
Wales. 

However, he then 
incorrectly argues that 
we have emerged from 
the worst recession in 
living memory, but then 
accepts that at best the 
economy is ‘flat lining’ 
and agrees that there is a 
potential for a ‘double 
dip recession’. 

He can’t have it both 
ways and I would argue 
that this Con-Dem 
Government is making it 
worse not better. 

However, the reason I 
write is not only to high¬ 
light the inconsistency, 
but to disagree with his 
following comments that 
all business rates should 
be ‘abolished’. 

That would be very 
nice for the multination¬ 
als and the big business¬ 
es that support the Tory 
Party and would lose the 
economy millions of 
pounds across the coun¬ 
try. 

The business rates, 
which are set by the 
Independent Valuation 
Office, are paid via the 
council to the 
Westminster 
Government and the 
council gets a proportion 
back within its Rate 
Support Grant currently 
75 per cent of its 
income. So if there 
were no business rates 
the amount of money the 
Government pays the 
council would be consid¬ 
erably reduced and could 
only be made up by 
increasing the council 
tax paid by the residents 
of the Vale. 

I do not think that 
would be good for the 
Vale residents and I am 
sure I am not alone in 
thinking that. Perhaps 
the Conservatives prefer 
to protect rich business 
friends instead of council 
tax payers, who are 
already suffering in this 


global recession. 

Coun Traherne also 
argues that ‘business 
rates discourage innova¬ 
tion, enterprise and 
entrepreneurial activity’ 
and claims it is no won¬ 
der that businesses are 
struggling and that 
unemployment, particu¬ 
larly among our young 
people, is increasing 
month on month. 

This appears to be his 
argument to abolish ALL 
business rates! 

Therefore, major compa¬ 
nies, who support this 
West mi nster 
Government, some of 
whom also supported the 
Tories’ cut of National 
Insurance to employers 
(not employees) will 
snap at the chance of not 
paying business rates - 
and increase their prof¬ 
its, even further, at our 
expense. 

However, on a posi¬ 
tive note, perhaps it 
should be pointed out 
that the Labour Welsh 
Government has already 
been giving small busi¬ 
nesses rate relief and has 
continued it do so. 

This Business Rate 
Relief to small business¬ 
es has now been extend¬ 
ed until September 30, 
2012 so that a business 
premises with a rateable 
value up to £6,000 will 
receive 100 per cent 
relief (paying nothing) 
and those with a rateable 
value between £6,001 
and £12,000 will receive 
relief that will be 
reduced on a tapered 
basis from 100 per cent 
to zero. 

I think that is a posi¬ 
tive sign Labour’s Welsh 
Government is helping 
small businesses. 

Perhaps the cabinet 
member for economic 
development and regen¬ 
eration should review his 
ideas.

Mr Cairns went on: “I 
am also involved in

The MP claimed the 
Welsh Government had 
made the enterprise zone 
structure in Wales com¬ 
plicated, which wasn’t 
helpful, but insisted:

‘Where is Dinas Powys' 
share of investment?' 


A RECENT 
tragic acci¬ 
dent on 

Barry Road and an 
ensuing letter from 
a 12-year-old Barry 
resident, combined 
with decades of 
lack of investment 
in appropriate road 
planning, prompts 
me to ask my coun¬ 
cil, where is our 
share of investment 
for Dinas Powys? 

I have personally 
campaigned for a safe 
cycle path, especially for 
the western end of Dinas 
Powys, for many years, 
and in that time we have 
seen tragic, preventable 
deaths due to a lack of 
safe cycle/footpaths 
around Dinas Powys. 

I have also pushed 
hard for a new junction 
to enable us to scrap the 
unsafe Cross Common 
road bridge but the 
answer keeps coming 
back, ‘there is no 
money’. 

I, along with my fel¬ 
low Dinas Powys Vale 
councillors, produced a 
traffic plan for the whole 
village, calling for, 
among many other 
measures, a 20 mph 
speed limit. 

That was four years 
ago and, although sub¬ 
mitted year after year, 
has been unsuccessful 
for full funding from the 
Welsh Government. 

I was the deputy 
chairman for the steering 
committee for a bridge 


over the River Ely, 
(eventually becoming 
the Pont-y Werin 
bridge), until the change 
in council from coalition 
to Conservative in 2008, 
when I was replaced by 
Coun Jeff James, despite 
my request to continue. 

I have been most dis¬ 
appointed in the lack of 
progress for a safe 
cyclepath from Barry 
through Dinas Powys to 
that bridge since the 
green light was given to 
build the Pont y Werin 
bridge. 

All we have got is a 
400 metre bus-lane 
which, although a small 
benefit to cyclists and 
pedestrians, is widely 
regarded as a waste of 
public money. 

I shall continue, with 
my Plaid colleagues, to 
press for a fairer share of 


our tax money for these 
essential improvements 
and would suggest that, 
for example, instead of a 
£1.6 million budget for 
vehicle replacement, our 
cabinet should take some 
of that money and start 
to repay the Dinas 
Powys community with 
a safe cycle/footpath for 
at least the western end, 
and a much needed new 
junction for Cross 
Common road. 

This will mean an end 
to flooding for the resi¬ 
dents of St Cadocs 
Avenue and no more 
unnecessary pedestrian 
deaths on that extremely 
dangerous stretch of 
road.

PRISON INMATE 
WAS ‘SLASHED’ 
IN A RAZOR 
BLADE ATTACK 


AN INMATE of 
Parc Prison, 

Bridgend, suffered 
serious injuries 
when a fellow pris¬ 
oner attacked him, 
armed with a tooth¬ 
brush in which 
razor blades had 
been embedded . 

Cardiff Crown Court 
heard that 19-year-old 
Michael Hancock had 10 
stitches put into a cut to 
his left cheek and 
injuries to his left hand 
and left leg. 

His attacker, Isleigh 
Pavis (20) who lives in 
London E5, admitted 
wounding with intent 
and was given a sen¬ 
tence for public protec¬ 
tion. 

It was directed that he 
serve a minimum of five 
years before being con¬ 
sidered for parole. 

Prosecutor Julian 
Greenwood said 

Hancock was serving 
two-and-a-half years for 
robbery. 

Pavis was serving five 
years for wounding with 
intent from a violent dis¬ 
order and stabbing an 
11-year-old boy. 

The two men, said Mr 
Greenwood, had been 
“quite friendly”, and 
associated happily. 

Mr Greenwood told 
the court that Hancock 
had said he knew of no 
reason for the attack but

described Pavis as a 
“strange character”. 

He was taking a 
shower when the cur¬ 
tains suddenly opened 
and Pavis attacked him. 

The court was told 
that Hancock later said: 
“His eyes looked crazy.” 

Hancock tried to get 
out of the shower, but 
slipped and fell, with 
Pavis continuing to slash 
at his leg. 

Prison officers raced 
to his assistance. 

They had seen Pavis 
advancing on his naked 
victim, and slashing 
downwards.

‘ WANTED POSTERS WERE CIRCULATED ’ 

‘Flying Vet harassed forensic 
psychiatrist’ - court is told 


A CONSULTANT 
forensic psychiatrist 
has told a hearing at 
Cardiff Magistrates 
Court that he felt 
“uncomfortable and 
unsafe” when a for¬ 
mer patient began 
circulating posters 
of him with a photo¬ 
graph, stating that 
he was “wanted, 
dead or alive”. 

The man alleged to be 
responsible, Vale ‘Flying 
Vet’, Maurice Kirk, was 
heard in a pub offering 
£30,000 for the address 
of Dr Tegwyn Williams. 

Mr Kirk (66), formerly 
of St Donats, who now 
lives in Brittany, has 
pleaded not guilty to 
harassing Dr Williams. 


Prosecutor Gareth 
Evans claims that Mr 
Kirk subjected Dr 
Williams to several 
courses of conduct when 
harrassing him, including 
sending him such 
posters, having them on 
the side of his Land 
Rover in the centre of 
Barry, and displaying the 
posters on his website. 

At the start of the pro¬ 
ceedings this week, Mr 
Kirk stood in the dock 
using crutches. 

At one point, he asked: 
“When can I have my 
legal papers?” 

District Judge John 
Charles, told him to be 
quiet. He said: “Be quiet, 
or you will leave the 
courtroom.” 

Kirk then requested 
bail. Dr Williams said in 
evidence that he was the

director of the Caswell 
Clinic, Bridgend, and 
had known Mr Kirk for 
two years. 

In July, he said, he was 
sent the “wanted dead or 
alive” poster. The poster 
also said there would be a 
reward for information 
about Dr Williams, with 
a contact address and 
Kirk’s telephone number. 

Said Dr Williams: “I 
am aware the posters 
were disseminated in 
Cardiff, the Vale of 
Glamorgan, and the 
Bristol and Bridgend 
areas.” 

He added: “They 
make me feel extremely 
uncomfortable and 


unsafe. This is because 
someone who clearly has 
powerful negative feel¬ 
ings against me has tried 
to track down my 
address.” 

He said the posters 
interfered with his ability 
to do his job and he had 
been advised not to go to 
the clinic because of Mr 
Kirk’s behaviour, which 
meant he could not see 
his patients. 

Dr Williams said he 
had been qualified for 20 
years, and in the past had 
psychiatrically assessed 
Mr Kirk, and Mr Kirk 
had disagreed with his 
conclusions. 

On five occasions, he 
said, he had provided Mr 
Kirk with his medical 
records.

Public service walkout 


THE strike by public work¬ 
ers on Wednesday, 
November 30, had a serious 
effect on services in the 
Vale. 

Schools were a major casu¬ 
alty of the action with the vast 
majority of them closed. Four 
primary schools at Colcot, 
Wenvoe, Y Bont Faen in 
Cowbridge and St Andrews 
Major in Dinas Powys were 
partially open. 


In total, 44 primary schools 
were closed and 10 compre¬ 
hensive schools which Vale 
pupils attend (two of them in 
Cardiff) were also closed. 

The Vale Council said it was 
working to protect essential 
services. 

Social serices was operating 
on a restricted basis; however, 
libraries were closed. 

Most black bag and kitchen 
waste collections scheduled in 


the Vale were due to go ahead. 

Five out of the scheduled 
nine recycling rounds were due 
to be completed, but there was 
no recycling service in 
Penarth. 

Llantwit Major Leisure 
Centre and Penarth Leisure 
Centre were closed, but the 
other Vale leisure facilities 
were open. 

Public toilets and parks also 
remained open. 


Lammerton, said that on 
July 1, he saw a red Land 
Rover parked in Kings 
Square, Barry, and on it 
were posters indicating 
that Dr Williams was 
‘wanted’ and another 
poster referred to 
Barbara Wilding, a for¬ 
mer Chief Constable of 
South Wales. 

Mr Kirk, he said, was 
sitting in the front of the 
vehicle. 

A social worker at the 
Caswell Clinic, Amanda 
Watkins, said that on 
August 16, she went to 
the Plough and Harrow 
pub in Monknash and 
outside saw posters of 
Dr Williams. 

“I took one because I 
was concerned,” she 
said. 

On August 24, she said 
she went to the same pub 
with friends where she 
saw Mr Kirk offering 
customers £10,000 for 
the address of Dr 
Williams. 

“People just ignored 
him,” she said. But, she 
added, as the evening 
progressed he “upped the 
amount of the reward” to 
£30,000. 

“Again, no-one took 
any notice of him,” she 
said.

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Remembering Barry’s GIs 
as the 70th anniversary of 
their "invasion’ draws near 





TODAY, there is 
very little visible 
evidence of the 
‘Friendly Invasion’ 
of Americans to 
Barry during 
World War Two. 

Their vast supply 
depot on the outskirts of 
the town, ‘G-40’, was 
built upon long ago by 
Midland Silicones, Dow 
Coming, BP and other 
industries. Their military 
camps at Barry Golf 
Course (Brynhill) and 
Wenvoe (opposite the 
top of Pencoedtre Lane) 
have long been given 
over to housing, or golf, 
or undergrowth. 

Yet, back in 1944, 
there were literally thou¬ 
sands of ‘Yanks’, aka 
‘GIs,’ blacks and whites, 
support soldiers and 
combat troops, ‘over 
here’ living in and close 
to Barry. 

These men - and they 
were almost exclusively 
men - were here to 
make preparations for 
the liberation of Europe 
from Nazism. 

June 1944 would see 
many of them leaving 
south Wales for the ‘far 
shore,’ and the battle of 
Normandy. To many of 
them, their stay in Barry 
(and the United 
Kingdom generally) 
must have seemed like 
the lull before the storm. 

While these ‘GIs’ 
were working with 


British civilians on 
Barry Docks, or at the 
Supply Reserve Depot, 
Number Two (the SRD), 
or off duty in the pubs 
and clubs and cinemas, 
it was only natural that 
they would form rela¬ 
tionships with local 
ladies. 

During and after the 
war about 60 local 
women married 
Americans and became 
‘GI brides.’ 

My aunt, Thelma 
Toomey, was one, tying 
the knot with Sergeant 
Homer Copeland in 
June 1946. 

Thelma, like most of 
the other war brides, 
moved to the USA and 
lived out her life there. 
Sadly, she made only 
three return visits - in 
1960, 1986 and 1992. 

On April 24, 1944, 
Miss Betty Farmer and 
Captain Irving Peter 
Nelson of the 863rd 
Ordnance Heavy 
Automotive 
Maintenance Company 
(!) which was busy 
maintaining US vehicles 
at G-40, tied the knot. 

This union would 
lead to other members 
of the Farmer family 
following Betty across 
‘the Pond’. 

More about that, and 
other GI brides and 
their stories to come, as 
the 70th anniversary 
year approaches.

MONEYBALL STRIKES A HOME RUN 


S ports teams 

using statistics 
to give them¬ 
selves the best 
chance of achieving 
success is nothing 
new in the present 
day, but the seeds 
for this were sown 
by the Oakland 
Athletics baseball 
team, whose story 
was turned into a 
book by Michael 


Lewis, and now a 
film called 
Moneyball. 

Brad Pitt plays Billy 
Beane, the club’s general 
manager whose 
resources are limited in 
comparison to the bigger 
teams. 

However, using sabre- 
metrics, a method being 
used by Yale graduate 
Peter Brand (Jonah Hill) 
Beane and his team 
begin punching above 
their weight and achiev¬ 


ing more than they ever 
dreamed, much to the 
chagrin of head coach 
Art Howe (Philip 
Seymour Hoffman) and 
the team’s scouts ... 

By now we’ve all 
seen the traditional 
sports movie; you know, 
the one where the under¬ 
dog builds his way up 
from the bottom, under¬ 
goes a transformation in 
fortune before achieving 
either massive success or 
heroic failure in the final 
reel. 


Predominantly the 
preserve of American 
cinema, we’ve seen it in 
boxing (Rocky, The 
Fighter ), American foot¬ 
ball ( Remember The 
Titans ), even robot fight¬ 
ing (last month’s Real 
Steel). 

So with Moneyball set 
in the world of baseball 
you will no doubt be 
expecting the same jour¬ 
ney, just with different 
characters - but you 
would be wrong. Not 
drastically I grant you, 


the film showing a simi¬ 
lar regard for genre con¬ 
vention as the aforemen¬ 
tioned works, but this is 
a film that concentrates 
on off-field debates and 
struggles more than on¬ 
field action. 

The actual story is an 
intriguing and interesting 
one, particularly as the 
system utilised in the 
film has now become 
such a massive part of 
team sports across the 
world, including football 
and rugby, and with 
heaveyweight writers 
Aaron Sorkin and Steve 
Zaillian working from 
Michael Lewis’ source 
material, it becomes a 
highly cinematic one as 
well, showing that you 
don’t need to be the 
biggest dog in the yard 
in order to compete (the 
equivalent being Butlins 
attempting to take on 
Disneyland). 

Both writers are well- 
renowned, Sorkin for the 
acerbic and truly mes¬ 
meric dialogue, while 
Zaillian has tackled 
haevyweight fare such as 
Schindler’s List and 
Gangs of New York with 
aplomb, and it is pleas¬ 
ing that the script here, 
based on Stan Chervin’s 
story, retains the best 
parts of each man’s writ¬ 
ing style. 

The screenplay is fun¬ 
nier than it should be, 
with Sorkin’s way with 


words more than on 
show, the dialogue spiky 
and witty though with 
far more economy than 
usual. 

Zaillian’s ability to 
conjure a wholly absorb¬ 
ing narrative while still 
retaining the human 
interest at the centre of it 
all is present and correct 
(Beane’s relationship 
with his daughter mov¬ 
ing the story away from 
too much bat and ball 
action). 

The film similarly 
benefits from having a 
more substantial director 
in Bennett Miller, whose 
last movie was the criti¬ 
cally-lauded Capote. 

Again Miller’s direc¬ 
tion pays off in spades, 
taking the film away 
from its sporting base 
and concentrating on the 
characters and set-ups, 
giving the film an almost 
documentary feel. 

There is little in the 
way of sporting action; 
instead, the camera fol¬ 
lowing Beane’s own tac¬ 
tic of avoiding watching 
the game and following 
the character as he keeps 
tabs on what’s happen¬ 
ing via TV and radio. 

There is a beautifully- 
executed shot towards 
the end that shows 
Miller’s intentions are 
not about showing the 
high points of the game 
but rather the effect it 
has upon the players, 


coaches and staff; this 
isn’t a film that places 
its stock in terms of 
sporting achievement, 
rather the pressures of 
trying to change the 
mindset of people who 
fear change. 

In the lead role, Brad 
Pitt is nothing short of 
superb, leading a raft of 
naturalistic performances 
that lend themselves 
wholly to the feel of the 
piece. 

The actor delivers a 
grounded and highly 
impressive performance, 
giving Beane a persona 
of being outwardly con¬ 
fident yet hiding his 
fears inside, while the 
failed career in his past 
casts new light on his 
mindset and decision 
making. 

With Jonah Hill play¬ 
ing straight (yet provid¬ 
ing some comedy) and 
the gravitas of Philip 
Seymour Hoffman in a 
rather slight role, the 
film doesn’t want for 
strong performances, 
and the realism of the 
turns all give the film 
the authenticity that sets 
it apart. 

A far more com¬ 
pelling take on the sports 
movie, Moneyball is an 
engaging and intriguing 
film that looks at the 
world behind the sport 
of baseball and gives 
you an in-depth look at 
just what it takes to

achieve your goals - and 
it is also a superb piece 
of filmmaking. 

VERDICT: A sturdy 
story of statistics, 
Moneyball eschews the 
normal sporting film 
template for something 
more cerebral and capti¬ 
vating.

Sker rocks, a ghostly ship has 
been seen mirroring white mist 
around it, particularly on stormy 
nights, when the church bells 
beneath the pool will distinctly 
ring out.

Eisteddfod Choir to perform British 
premiere of Karl Jenkins’ new work 


O NE of the 
greatest 
activities the 
Eisteddfod brings 
to any area is the 
formation of the 
Eisteddfod Choir, 
with an opportunity 
to perform in front 
of over 2,000 people 
in the Eisteddfod 
pavilion with a full 
concert orchestra 
and world class 
soloists 

This week came the 
exciting news that the 
Eisteddfod Choir will be 
performing the British 
premiere of Karl 
Jenkins’ new work : The 
Bards of Wales. 

Gower-bom Karl ini¬ 
tially made his name in 
the world of jazz; how¬ 
ever, it was his composi¬ 
tion Adiemus that 
brought him worldwide 
success. Adiemus 
combined the classical 
with ethnic vocal sounds 
and percussion and 
topped classical and pop 
charts around the world. 

His compositions 
include Requiem, Stabat 
Mater and Dewi Sant 
and he has also collabo¬ 
rated with some of the 
world’s best known 
singers including Bryn 
Terfel, Hayley Westenra 
and Kiri Te Kanawa. 

Karl Jenkins is the 
UK's most popular con¬ 
temporary composer, 
and one of Wales' most 
versatile and critically- 
acclaimed musicians 
He is credited as 
being the most per¬ 
formed living composer 


in the world, his compo¬ 
sition ‘The Armed Man: 
A Mass For Peace ’ alone 
has been performed 
nearly 1000 times in 20 
different countries since 
the CD was released 
while his recorded out¬ 
put has resulted in sev¬ 
enteen gold and plat¬ 
inum disc awards. 

His latest work 'The 
Bards of Wales’ was pre¬ 
miered in Hungary in 
June. The piece forges 
an unexpected link 
between Hungary and 
Wales : The Hungarian 
poet Janos Arany (1817- 
82) was asked to write a 
poem in praise of the 
Austrian Emperor Franz 
Joseph but, as the 
Austrian overlords had 
just suppressed the 1848 
Hungarian Revolution, 
the poet did the oppo¬ 
site. 

To satisfy the state 
censor, the poem was 
written in terms of 
Welsh history, rather 
than Hungarian, telling 
how Edward I of 
England executed Welsh 
bards for failing to sing 
his praises at a banquet 
in Montgomery Castle in 
1277. 

When Hungary 
emerged from World 
War I as an independent 
state, The Bards of 
Wales found its place in 
the national education 
system and is learnt by 
heart by all children at 
the age of 13 or 14. 

In Hungary it is a 
poem so ingrained into 
the cultural psyche that 
adults and children can 
recite it on demand. 

Jenkins has set the 
text in Hungarian, Welsh

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It’s not just cats 

and dogs that 
get dumped by 
cruel owners! 



ANIMAL lovers 
are regularly horri¬ 
fied by the cruel 
practice of aban¬ 
doning unwanted 
pets - particularly 
cats and dogs. 

However, a Vale 
woman is trying to high¬ 
light a less high-profile 
issue - that of people 
who get a duck or goose 
as a pet and then grow 
tired of it. 

Denise Cooper, who 
lives near Fonmon Pond 
in the village of 
Fonmon, says that she 
and her neighbours are 
currently getting a daily 
reminder of the distress 
that it can cause to ani¬ 
mals. 

She told The GEM: 
“An abandoned goose 
has been here for three 
days, and spends hours 
showing how distressed 
it is by honking for 
hours at a stretch. 

“We heard a car pull 
up late on Sunday night, 
and it was here in the 
morning. We get domes¬ 
tic ducks dumped in the 
pond quite regularly, but 
this is the first goose.” 

Denise explained that 
there were several rea¬ 
sons for the goose’s dis¬ 
tress. They are social 
birds and pair for life, so 
it could be missing a 
mate. 

On the other hand, a 
gosling could ‘imprint’ 
itself on a human, and 
when that human is not 
around, it could be just 
distressed as if it had lost 
its mate. 

Another problem is 
that domesticated ducks 
and geese are not cut out 
to mix it in the wild. 

They will be bullied 
and ostracised by the 
wild ones, who are also 
more aggressive when it 
comes to finding food. 

Denise said: “On the 
pond at the moment, is 
the newly-arrived goose 
- an Ebdon Goose - and 


also another recent 
arrival, a Muscovy 
Duck. 

“I am sure that this 
one was dumped as well. 
There are no other 
Muscovys on the pond 
and it, too, is being 
shunned and threatened 
by the wild ducks.” 

Fonmon Pond looks 
to be an idyllic place for 
a duck or goose to live, 
but Denise says that this 
is not the reality. 

She said: “I suspect 
that some people think 
that the duck will be 
happy in its new home, 
but it doesn’t work out 
like that. 

“I would say that over 
the last two years, six 
each year have been 
abandoned and none has 
survived. 

“They were either 
taken by foxes, or were 
run over by cars, 
because they had grown 
up in a safe domestic 
environment.” 

PC Mark Goulding, 
who is based in 
Cowbridge but is the 
Wildlife Protection 
Officer for south Wales, 
told The GEM that it 
was an animal welfare 
issue, but was a very dif¬ 
ficult one to prove. 

He said that unless 
there was solid evidence 
of a person dumping the 
birds, it would always be 
hard to take action. 

Denise Cooper said 
that she had called the 
RSPCA, who said it was 
an offence to dump 
ducks or geese, and that 
she was expecting an 
inspector to call and 
advise on a course of 
action. 

She said: “Geese are 
vegetarians and there is 
not much here on the 
pond for it, so I am feed¬ 
ing it wheat every day. 

“I don’t know if it can 


fly, but even if it could, it 
would need a bigger 
stretch of water to be 
able to take off. 

“People who decide 
to keep a domesticated 
duck or goose need to be 
aware of what happens 
to it in the wild. 

“If they had asked 
around, I am sure they 
could have found some¬ 
one with their own geese 
who would have taken it. 

“As it is, it is obvious¬ 
ly suffering and in great 
distress.”

Consider portability. 

If you want to carry it 
around the house or 
around the country, it 
could be a laptop or a 
notebook or a sophisti¬ 
cated telephone. If it will 
be staying put on a desk, 
then the same money 
spent on a desktop will 
give you more “bang for 
your buck” as Steve 
said. 

Anyone starting out 
from scratch knowing 
nothing about computers 
was advised to spend 
some time reading com¬ 
puting magazines. 

Ignore ones that are 
high-tech and read the 


ones that deal in plain 
English. 

Take time to get the- 
feel, of the subject, what 
is under development 
and what the experts are 
talking about. 

Adverts will be biased 
towards the products 
they advertise, but will 
indicate the range of 
options available. 

All this will help to 
compile a list of desir¬ 
able features on capacity 
and performance so that 
you can discuss options 
with sales staff. 

A completely different 
approach would be to 
buy a cheap machine to 
get used to using a com¬ 
puter. You will gradually 
become familiar with its 
limitations and after a 
couple of years, will be 
able to buy a better 
machine with confi¬ 
dence.

£200 and he could hold 
it in one hand. That was 
over 25 years ago and 
he’s almost there.

T hree out of 
four UK 
drivers will 
not be taking any 
steps to make sure 
their cars are pre¬ 
pared for winter - 
despite last year’s 
sub-zero tempera¬ 
tures and snowfalls 
which caused chaos 
on the roads. 


All the major 
motoring organisations 
advise motorists to 
carry out a range of 
checks and safety 
measures and the Met 
Office is predicting a 
colder winter than in 
recent years.

they would be motor¬ 
ing on without precau¬ 
tions and hoping for 
the best. 

The statistics are 
not in their favour. 

The AA puts extra 
patrols on call, because 
they expect the num¬ 
ber of breakdowns to 
almost double during 
particularly cold 
spells. 

Another breakdown 
service reports 50 per 
cent of winter calls for 
help are caused by 
battery problems

COLD WEATHER MOTORING 

- Follow the experts' advice 


W HEN it comes 
to preparing 
for winter, the 
experts at the 
Automobile Association 
know what they are 
talking about. 

So, any motorist would be 
well advised to take heed of 
their advice. 

Winter is the season requir¬ 
ing most care and preparation 
if you’re to stay safe and avoid 
a breakdown. 

Here’s the AA’s general 
advice for safe and trouble 
free driving through the cold, 
dark months ahead... 

Battery and electrics 
Lights, heaters and wipers 
put high demands on the car 
battery. If your driving is 
mainly dark rush-hour trips, 
the battery will give out even¬ 
tually. 

Batteries rarely last longer 
than five years. Replacing one 
near the end of its life can save 
a lot of time and inconven¬ 
ience at the side of the road. 

• Avoid running electrical 
systems any longer than neces¬ 
sary - turn the heater fan down 
and switch the heated rear 
window off once windows are 
clear. 


• If the car stands idle for 
most of the weekend, a regular 
overnight trickle charge is a 
good idea to give the battery a 
chance to revive. 

• Turn off non-essential 
electrical loads like lights, rear 
screen heater and wipers 
before trying to start the 
engine. 

• Use the starter in short 
five-second bursts if the 
engine doesn’t start quickly, 
leaving 30 seconds between 
attempts to allow the battery to 
recover. 

Antifreeze 

A continuous squealing 
noise as soon as the engine is 
started is a sign the water 
pump is frozen - it’s the fan 
belt slipping on the pulley. 

The cylinder block could be 
frozen, too. Stop the engine 
immediately and allow it to 
thaw out. 

This may take several days 
unless the car can be moved to 
a heated garage. 

If the car begins to overheat 
a few miles from home, it’s 
likely that the radiator has 
frozen, preventing coolant 
from circulating. 

Stop straightaway, to avoid 
serious damage and allow the 
radiator to thaw. 

• Antifreeze costs only a 


few pounds, but a frozen and 
cracked engine block will cost 
hundreds of pounds to repair. 

• Most modem cars use 
long-life antifreeze - it’s 
important to use the right type 
and avoid mixing different 
types. Check the handbook or 
ask a dealer for advice. 

• Glycol-based antifreeze 
should be changed at least 
every two years. 

• You need a 50-50 mix of 
antifreeze and water in the 
cooling system for winter. This 
gives maximum protection 
down to -34° centigrade, and 
without it, severe engine dam¬ 
age costing hundreds of 
pounds can occur. 

Vision 

Keep the windscreen and 
other windows clear - if your 
vision is obscured through dirt, 
snow or even sticker-infested 
car windows, you could face a 
hefty fine. 

Clear snow from the roof as 
well as from windows, as this 
can fall onto the windscreen 
obscuring your view. It can be 
a hazard to other road users as 
well. 

Dazzle from a low winter 
sun can be a particular prob¬ 
lem. 

• Improve vision by making 
sure that the windscreen is 


clean both inside and out. 
Scratches, abrasion and chips 
on the outside can also worsen 
the dazzling effect of the sun. 

• Greasy smears on the 
screen that don’t go with use 
of a normal screenwash addi¬ 
tive will require a little elbow 
grease. 

Try using a cream glass pol¬ 
ish with a slight abrasive 
action. If that doesn’t work, 
then try dishwasher powder 
dissolved in a little water. 

Use clean kitchen paper to 
clean a small area at a time 
and try not to go back over a 
patch you’ve just done. 

• Use air conditioning for 
faster demisting and to reduce 
condensation on cold win¬ 
dows. 

• Check windscreen wipers 
and replace if necessary. 

• Make sure that wipers are 
switched off in the park posi¬ 
tion when leaving the car, 
when there’s risk of freezing. 

If you don’t and the blades 
freeze to the screen, you could 
damage the blades or wiper 
motor when you turn the igni¬ 
tion on.

• Top up windscreen 
washer fluid and treat 
with a suitable additive 
to reduce the chance of 
freezing. Don’t use ordi¬ 
nary engine anti-freeze, 
as it will damage paint¬ 
work. 

Visibility 

Make sure that all 
bulbs are working and 
that lenses are clean. 
When roads are really 
mucky, you might need 
to clean lights after 
every journey. 

Keep the number 
plates clean, too, as you 
can be fined if they are 
dirty and illegible. 

If you have to clear 
snow from the car, it’s 
important to clear it 
from the lights - front 
and back - as well as

from the glass and roof. 

You must use head¬ 
lights when visibility is 
seriously reduced. You 
may also use front or 
rear fog lights but these 
must be switched off 
when visibility 
improves, as they can 
dazzle other road users 
and obscure your brake 
lights. 

Tyres 

The AA recommends 
at least 3mm of tread for 
winter motoring, and 
certainly no less than 
2mm. 

Don’t reduce tyre 
pressures to get more 
grip - it doesn’t work, 
and reduces stability. 

It’s rare to need snow 
chains unless you live in 
an isolated area hit with 
heavy snow, and where 
the roads are not cleared. 
They must be removed 
to drive on a metalled 
road without a reason¬ 
able covering of snow. 

Consider changing to 
winter or all season tyres 
- these have a higher sil¬ 
ica content in the tread 
which prevents it hard¬ 
ening at lower tempera¬ 
tures, and therefore 
gives better grip in cold 
wet conditions. 

Before you go... 

Get up at least 10 
minutes early to give 
you time to prepare the 
car. 

Don’t drive off like a 
tank commander, with a 
tiny hole cleared in the 
windscreen. Clear all 
windows using a scraper 
and de-icer. 

Use a cigarette lighter 
to warm a key for a 


frozen lock. Don’t 
breathe on the lock, as 
the moisture will con¬ 
dense and freeze. 

Plan routes to favour 
major roads which are 
more likely to have been 
cleared and gritted. 

Put safety before 
punctuality when the 
bad weather closes in. 
Allow extra time for 
winter journeys, but be 
prepared for the 
inevitability of being 
late for work due to 
unexpected delay. 

Driving in snow 

and ice 

Gentle manoeuvres 
are the key to safe driv¬ 
ing - stopping distances 
are 10 times longer in 
ice and snow. 

• Wear comfortable, 
dry shoes for driving. 
Cumbersome, snow-cov¬ 
ered boots will slip on 
the pedals. 

• Pull away in second 
gear, easing your foot 
off the clutch gently, to 
avoid wheel-spin. 

• Up hill - avoid hav¬ 
ing to stop part way up 
by waiting until it is 
clear of other cars, or by 
leaving plenty of room 
to the car in front. 

Keep a constant 
speed, choosing the most 
suitable gear well in 
advance, to avoid having 
to change down on the 
hill. 

• Down hill - reduce 
your speed before the 
hill, use a low gear and 
try to avoid using the 
brakes. Leave as much 
room as possible 
between you and the car 
in front. If you have to

use brakes, then apply 
them gently. Release the 
brakes and de-clutch if 
the car skids. 

• Automatic transmis¬ 
sion - under normal 
driving conditions 
(motorways, etc) it’s 
best to select ‘Drive’ and 
let the gearbox do the 
work throughout the full 
gear range. 

In slippery, snowy 
conditions it’s best to 
select ‘2’, which limits 
the gear changes and 
also makes you less 
reliant on the brakes. 

Some autos have a 
‘Winter’ mode, which 
locks out first gear to 
reduce the risk of wheel 
spin. Check the hand¬ 
book. 

If you get stuck, 
straighten the steering 


and clear the snow from 
the wheels. 

Put a sack or old rug 
in front of the driving 
wheels to give the tyres 


some grip. Once on the 
move again, try not to 
stop until you reach 
firmer ground.

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Poignant link with ‘Bloody April’ 1917 


1630HRS - the 
crews of two 
BE2e’s make their 
final preparations 
for a sortie over 
enemy lines - the 
month was April 
1917, the 29th to 
be exact. 

The British and 
Canadian infantry had 
gone over the top and 
faced some of the most 
impregnable positions 
in the German Lines, 
but this battle was 
fought not only in the 
mud and trenches on the 
ground, but also in the 
air. 

The Royal Flying 
Corp using obsolete 
planes flew hundreds of 
missions to pinpoint the 
German defences and 
artillery, and directed 
the British guns to 
destroy them before the 
infantry attack. 

In what was to be 
known as Bloody April, 
the Royal Flying Corps 
suffered the most 
appalling casualties, in 
its and subsequent his¬ 
tory of the Royal Air 
Force. 

It defined, by the end 
of April 1917, the aver¬ 
age life expectancy of a 
new pilot to a matter of 
days. 

At 1645hrs the two 
aircraft lifted off from 
the grass strip airfield of 
Avesnes-le-Comte, to 
flying Art Obs (Artillery 


Observations) over the 
Chemical Works at 
Roeux. 

The crew of BE2e 
No 2738 comprised a 
25-year-old Welshman 
from Cadoxton Barry, 
David Evan Davies, the 
pilot and his Canadian 
Observer George Henry 
Rathbone (aged 21 
years), who had only 
joined 12 Sqn RFC days 
before on the 05 Apr. 
The two aircraft made 
their way towards the 
east, Arras and the front 
line... 

David Evan Davies, 
known as ‘Dan’ was 
bom in Penarth 1892 to 
Welsh-speaking Thomas 
and Ann Davies, a coal 
tipper from 175 Crogan 
Hill, Cadoxton -a dis¬ 
trict of Barry in the Vale 
. Like most in 
Cadoxton, Thomas 
Davies worked in near¬ 
by Barry Docks, and the 
Davies’ were a decided¬ 
ly working class welsh 
family. 

Like many in the 
Welsh valleys, educa¬ 
tion was highly prized, 
none more so than in 
the community of 
Barry; in 1886 the 
Barry County School 
open its doors to 110 
boys and girls who had 
been granted scholar¬ 
ships on passing the 
eleven-plus examina¬ 
tion. 

Under the 

Headmastership of Dr 


Edgar Jones, Dan 
attended this school, 
which had established a 
formidable reputation as 
a school of excellence. 

In fact, the school 
under Jones’s steward¬ 
ship inspired genera¬ 
tions of pupils, who 
numbered among their 
ranks, a Governor of 
Cypms, a Vice- 
Chancellor of Oxford, 
Universiy, professors, a 
Liberal MP, a host of 
lawyers, doctors, indus¬ 
trialists and business¬ 
men, two famous car¬ 
toonists and a Secretary 
to Lloyd George. 

It was from this aca¬ 
demic foundation that 
Dan Davies was to earn 
a place at Cardiff 
University College. 
Described as a brilliant 
scholar, he graduated as 
a Master of Science.. 

On leaving universi¬ 
ty, this gifted young 
man joined the Civil 
Service and obtained a 
posting to the West 
Indies. 

However, like many 
young men of that era, 
Dan was not found 
wanting at the outbreak 
of the First World War. 

Impetuous and keen 
to do his bit, Dan 
returned from Colonial 
Service and enlisted as 
a Private in the Royal 
Welsh Fusiliers, serving 
for a year in France 
before he was recom¬ 
mended for a commis-

sion. He volunteered to 
be a pilot in the fledg¬ 
ling Royal Flying 
Corps. 

On his commission, 
his parents presented 
him with an anthology 
of prose and verse enti¬ 
tled The Land of My 
Fathers - A Welsh Gift 
Book. 

This book was com¬ 
missioned by Mrs Lloyd 
George and published 
on behalf of the 
National Fund for 
Welsh Troops- the sale 
of which went to pro¬ 
vide additional comforts 
for Welsh regiments at 
home and abroad. 

The flyleaf was 
inscribed ‘To Dan On 
Your Commission, from 
Ma and Papa. Love 
from all at Crogan 
Hill’. In Dan’s own 
hand he has added ‘Lt 
D E Davies 12 
Squadron RFC 8-4-17’. 

Following pilot train¬ 
ing Dan was posted to 
12 Squadron, based at 
Avesnes-le-Comte, and 
then into the maelstrom 
of the bloodiest and 
most costly episodes in 
RFC history.. 

Like so many, Dan’s 
association with the 
RFC was to be all too 
short lived... 

The battle on the 
ground for Arleux had 
been raging for some 
forty hours, and the 
lateness of the day 
meant the light was 
beginning to fade. 

There was, however, 
enough light for one last 
sortie, the Art Ob flight 
by our two RFC air¬ 
crafts. 

The airspace over 
Arras was being domi¬ 
nated by sheer numbers 
of Royal Flying Corps 
operations being flown; 
however, they did not 


have air superiority for 
this was the hunting 
ground of the ‘Wolves 
of the Air’ - Jasta li¬ 
the famous ‘Richthofen 
Circus’. 

It was into the Von 
Richthofen lair that Dan 
and his accompanying 
fellow aircrew 
approached at low level. 

A contemporary 
account written in April 
1917 by a fellow 12 
Sqn Observer, gives an 
indication of what it 
was like in the air over 
the front at that time. 

2nd Lt Francis 
Penny wrote... “This 
was my first close-up of 
the line... 1 was interest¬ 
ed in what was going on 
below, when suddenly 
the tat-tat of a machine 
gun was heard from an 
enemy aircraft... 

“I could see pieces of 
wing fabric fluttering in 
the wind where the 
enemy bullets had gone 
through. 

Between the pilot 
and observer was a 
communication tube, 
but conversations could 
hardly be heard above 
the noise of the engine 
and exhaust. What the 
pilot said, cannot be 
repeated...” 

Penny and his pilot 
were lucky, others were 
not so fortunate. 

Fresh from kills ear¬ 
lier in the day, the 
Richthofen brothers - 
Manfred and Lothar - 
took off from Douai air¬ 
field, after spending 
some time in the pres¬ 
ence of their father ear¬ 
lier that afternoon. 

Richthofen had 
already claimed his 49th 
victory (Lt Richard 
Applin 19 Sqn flying 
Spad VII No B1573, 
shot down at 1205hrs) 
and his 50th at 1655hrs

Beebee was 
described by his 
Commanding Officer as 
"by far the best gun¬ 
ner/observer we have". 

The brothers, flying 
their Albatros DHLs, 
encountered the two 
BE2es of 12 Sqn at 
1925hrs near Roeux on 
the German side of the 
lines. 

The combat report by 
Manfred von 
Richthofen describes 
how he saw the two 
artillery flyers 
approaching their front; 
he found it impertinent 
that these two obsolete, 
slow and poorly-armed 
aircrafts would be fly¬ 
ing without an escort. 

He waved his wings 
at his brother to signify 
the start of their attack 
run. 

Increasing their 
speed, the brothers 
stalked their prey, 
manoeuvring the two 
aircraft into their 
favourite attack posi¬ 
tion, under the tail of 
the two-seater British 


aircraft. 

After a short fight, a 
burst of machine guns 
fired into the B2e of 
Dan Davies collapsed 
the wings of the air¬ 
craft. 

When the aircraft hit 
the ground, near trench¬ 
es close to Roeux, it 
caught fire. Dan Davies 
and George Rathbone 
were Richthofen’s 51st 
victims. 

Lothar engaged the 
other aircraft in the 
flight flown by Lt’s 
Cyril John Pile and 
John Howard Westlake, 
and wrote afterwards 
that he observed his 
elder’s brother’s 
engagement barely 500 
feet away. 

“I had time to study 
the struggle and I must 
say that I myself could 
not have done better. 

He rushed his man, and 
both were turning round 
each other. Suddenly, 
the enemy machine 
reared”. 

He believed the pilot, 
Dan Davies, had been 
struck by a bullet... 
“The wings collapsed 
and the plane fell.. .1 
flew toward my brother 
and we congratulated 


each other by waving.” 

Richthofen flew on, 
claiming his 52nd victo¬ 
ry at 1940hrs (a 
Sopwith Triplane No 
N5463 of 8 Sqn RNAS, 
flown by Fit Sub-Lt 
Albert Edward Cuzner). 

The two B2e’s 
crashed in close prox¬ 
imity to each other. 

The aircrew’s bodies 
were never recovered 
and are commemorated, 
along with more than 
1000 other airmen of 
the Royal Naval Air 
Service, Royal Flying 
Corps and Royal Air 
Force, on the beautiful 
colonnade Memorial to 
the Missing in Arras. 

In all, the RFC lost 
131 aircraft during that 
‘Bloody April’ in 1917. 

David Evan ‘Dan’ 
Davies is also com¬ 
memorated on the Barry 
War Memorial Hall 
Memorial.

NEWS FROM PENARTH 
AND DISTRICT RAMBLERS 


Tramping through the 
marshes of Wentloog! 


RECENTLY, William took his 
party of seven walkers up to 
Marshfield, assuring them 
that this would be a totally flat 
walk in Wales, which is rather 
unusual. 

On a damp and misty morning, 
they parked near the village church of 
St Mary’s and headed out through the 
churchyard towards St Brides 
Wentlooge. 

Wentlooge (or Wentloog) derives 
from the anglicised corruption of 
Gwynllwg, a 5th or 6th century ruler 
of the coastal plain that stretched 
between the Rhymney and Usk rivers. 

The Gwent levels back then would 
have been a salt marsh, regularly cov¬ 
ered by the tide, and even to this day 
can still be very wet and muddy. 

The small hamlet of St Bride’s 
Wentlooge stands on reclaimed land 
from the Bristol Channel, behind the 
sea wall and is criss-crossed with 
drainage ditches known locally as 
reens, from the Welsh Rhewyn. 

Reens are ditches or small canals 
used to turn areas of wetland at sea 
level into pasture land and the water 
levels are controlled by a series of 
sluice gates or pumps, which allows 
the land to become wet at certain 
times of the year in order to improve 
the grass. 

Originally, back in history, this area 
would have been drained by the 
Romans and today it is monitored by 
the Caldicot and Wentlooge Internal 
Drainage Board, and because of the 
abundance of wildlife attracted to the 
area, large parts have been designated 
as Sites of Special Scientific Interest. 

Following quiet paths beside the 
reens, which are regularly cleaned and 
dredged, the group reached St Bride’s 
Church, dedicated to the Irish St 
Bridget, with its distinctive leaning 
tower. In the porch a plaque com¬ 
memorates the disastrous flood of 
1606 caused by very high spring tides 
combined with a torrential storm. 

The flood broke through the sea 


wall defences that were in place at the 
time and drowned people as far away 
as Marshfield, which is some two 
miles inland. 

They tramped on along muddy 
paths and across footbridges and 
arrived at the sea wall close to the 
Lighthouse Inn. The current sea wall 
stretches for more than 15 miles from 
just south of Chepstow to the eastern 
edge of Cardiff, with only one break 
at the River Usk. 

Turning west along the sea wall, 
the group gazed over the salt marsh 
and mud flats and spotted eider ducks, 
oyster catchers and curlews feeding. 

Moving on, they took a short break 
at Peterstone Gout, a tidal flap situat¬ 
ed on the Usk estuary that controls the 
outfall of the sea near Peterstone 
Wentlooge. It is the main drainage 
point from the Wentlooge levels, and 
is monitored by Gwent Wildlife Trust. 

Enjoying a short break, the group 
spotted an egret before continuing 
their journey for around half a mile, to 
then turn inland and join a track lead¬ 
ing to Peterstone Wentlooge. 

Then the group headed back out 
across the levels towards Marshfield, 
where on the outskirts of the village, 
great care was taken where the public 
footpath crosses the four tracks of the 
main Cardiff to Newport railway line. 

All that was left was a trek through 
Marshfield via the local playing field 
where they enjoyed a lunch stop 
before joining Church Lane and mak¬ 
ing their way back to St Mary’s 
Church. 

On December 7, meet at 9am in the 
viaduct car park, Porthkerry Park for 
a 10.5-mile moderate circular walk 
taking in Penmark and Llancarfan;

Twelve months ago - 
on the first weekend in 
December - the then

At that event, he had 
the honour of running the 
last leg, bringing the 
team home to a hugely 
pleasing first place. 

This Saturday, 

December 3, as a result 
of excellent performanc¬ 
es at the Welsh Schools 
outdoor combined events 
championships at 

Newport in June, and the 
equivalent invitation 
indoor events at NIAC in 
early November, he has 
been selected to make his 
debut in the older under- 
18 (years 11 and 12) sec¬ 
tion. 

It is a huge step up, but 
Mathew has worked very 
hard, and broke the 3,000 
points barrier at NIAC on 
his last outing. 

He knows that that he 
can improve in a number 
of the five events in 
which he has to compete 
- 60 metres hurdles, shot, 
200 metres, long jump 


and 800 metres. 

If he does compete 
next Saturday, it will 
mean an undreamed of 
fifth Welsh Schools 
appearance in a calendar 
year - could that 
achievement be made 
even sweeter by another 
team medal? 

We wish Mathew well, 
and hope that he will fol¬ 
low in the footsteps of 
another Barry 

Comprehensive pupil, 
Curtis Mathews, and go 
on to achieve internation¬ 
al honours in the 
decathlon for the Aviva 
Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland team.

time in the 1960s. 

During the last war, 
Norther’s trainer Sqdn 
Ldr Denzil Jenkins DFC, 
had commanded a 
squadron of fighter pilots 
and he had 192 flying 
operations to his credit. 

If anyone has any fur¬ 
ther information on him, 
I would be pleased to 
hear, as he appears to be 
one of Cowbridge's for¬ 
gotten heroes. 

At Newbury last 
Thursday, Evan’s 

French-bred Di Kaprio, 
racing for the first time in 
250 days, landed the 
novice handicap hurdle, 
coming home two-and-a- 
half lengths clear of 
Magic Marmalade.

THAT’S my opin¬ 
ion of the Peugeot 
5008, which has 
hints of the distinc¬ 
tive GMC truck 
driven by a certain 
B A Baracus in the 
cult US action 
series. 

The Pug is boxy at the 
rear and the design fol¬ 
lows a similar path to 
the GMC van although 
the 5008 is closer to the 
ground, has a lower 
more slanted windscreen 
and there isn’t that big 
grille either, making it 
more aerodynamic. 

This is the French 
manufacturer's “first 
own official MPV 
(Multi-Purpose 
Vehicle)”, according to 
Peugeot’s Craig Morrow. 

Bearing in mind the 
size of a people carrier, 
the 5008 is a competent 
performer, handling and 
cornering well. Plus 
there’s no wallowing at 
high speed. 

In common with all 
the latest Peugeots build 
quality is impressive 
although it lacks a slid¬ 
ing door for Hannibal 
and his crew to jump 
from although there are 
a host of extras for them 


to enjoy during a mis¬ 
sion. 

These include: air-con 
and electric windows, 
panoramic glass roof, 
video screens in the rear 
headrests, folding tables 
and a fold-flat third row 
of seats. 

Plus there’s a clever 
mirror above the rear 
view mirror for checking 
on Murdock or Face in 
the back - particularly 
useful for monitoring 
baby daughter Harriett. 

My only criticism is 
that there are too many 
gadgets on the dash¬ 
board including a switch 
for measuring the dis¬ 
tance of vehicles ahead. 

On start up a pop-up 
sat nav and a head up 
display with mph read¬ 
ing lift from the dash, 
which can distract the 
driver. 

Well-designed leather 
seats provide a very 
comfortable and support¬ 
ive driving position 
while the armrests at the 


side of the front seats are 
a useful addition. 

Last week, I tested an 
Alfa Mito and its seats 
resulted in my already 
temperamental back suf¬ 
fering additional 
twinges. 

With regards fuel 
economy 5008 HDi driv¬ 
ers enjoy 55mpg, helped 
by a responsive six- 
speed manual gearbox 
and cruise control, 
which can be used at 
under 30mph. 

When parked the 
5008’s wing mirrors 
electronically fold, 
which is particularly 
worthwhile when park¬ 
ing on a roadside, pre¬ 
venting them from being 
knocked by other vehi¬ 
cles. 

Parkers, the car 
experts, say: “Although 
Peugeot has a long tradi¬ 
tion of seven-seat cars, 
the 5008 is the first 
model it has offered as a 
direct alternative to cars 
like the Vauxhall Zafira. 


Compact people carri¬ 
ers have become far 
more popular in the last 
couple of decades, par¬ 
ticularly those flexible 
enough to carry more 
than five, but whose 
extra seats are unobtru¬ 
sive. 

The Peugeot 5008 
rivals cars like the 
Citroen C4 Grand 
Picasso and Volkswagen 
Touran for flexibility, 
but is more like the Ford 
S-MAX and Mazda5 in 
terms of driver appeal.” 

It just needs to be 
painted black and have a 
red stripe down the side 
and I am sure the A- 
Team would be delight¬ 
ed, particularly with the 
improved economy over 
their GMC truck.

Young Welsh wizards can start to shed 
their 'heroic losers’ label against Oz... 


A PRIL 12,1969...a truly momen¬ 
tous date in Welsh rugby history 
- when a powerful England team 
was crushed 30-9 at the National 
Stadium, Cardiff - with wing Maurice 
Richards running in three tries and 
Barry John adding another. 

Momentous, because it heralded a glittering 
decade of unparalleled success for a group of 
precociously-gifted, stylish young Welsh play¬ 
ers - Barry, JPR (winning his first full cap) 
Gerald, Gareth and Merve et al - with whom, 
40 years on, the entire rugby world is still on 
first name terms. 

With a record of three Grand Slams (only 
the ever-stubborn Irish thwarted a fourth title) 
and a Triple Crown, their achievements are 
the stuff of legend - universally hailed as a sec¬ 
ond Welsh Golden Age. 

Over the years since that exceptional group 
hung up their boots, there have been many 
‘false dawns’ - with heady euphoria all too 
often giving way to bleak despair for support¬ 
ers fervently hoping for a new generation of 
’70s-style stars to suddenly emerge and restore 
Wales as a force to be reckoned with in world 
rugby. 

Sadly, those hopes invariably foundered on 
successive Welsh teams’ seeming inability to 
maintain the essential requirement for any 
lasting success at this level - consistency. 

Even two Grand Slams in 2005 and 2008

failed to convince sceptics that the break¬ 
through had been made and that these were 
anything more than sporadic bursts of light in 
the prevailing gloom - an impression con¬ 
firmed by Wales’ poor showing in last year’s 
Six Nations. 

Maybe, just maybe, though, there are now 
signs that the long wait truly could be over, 
and that the current breed of exciting young 
warriors in red represent the best chance yet 
of this core failing being finally put to rest. 

It began with two convincing wins against 
England and Argentina in the World Cup 
warm-up matches in Cardiff, following on an 
impressive showing at Twickenham. 

It continued in New Zealand with a string of 
highly-acclaimed World Cup performances, 
including wins over Samoa, Fiji, Namibia and 
Ireland, leading to a semi-final against France, 
which many (including the French themselves) 
thought Wales should not have narrowly lost 
(8-9) even though reduced to 14 men. 

Couple that with another one-point loss (16- 
17) to the defending World Cup champions 
South Africa and a three-point loss (18-21) to 
Australia in the third place play-off, and there 
are genuine grounds for believing that Wales, 
under Kiwi head coach, Warren Gatland, may 
well have turned an important psychological 


corner. 

The flip side, of course, as the frustrated 
Welsh camp readily admitted, was that despite 
eye-catching performances and agonisingly 
narrow defeats, in the final analysis, they had 
not actually won anything... 

At the end of the day, they had failed to 
ruthlessly ram home their advantage, let oppo¬ 
nents off the hook, were unable to wrest victo¬ 
ry from tight situations, and again failed to 
claim the scalps of southern hemisphere giants 
when they had golden opportunities to do so. 

As All Blacks’ World Cup winning head 
coach (and former Welsh coach) Graham 
Henry, pointed out, Wales must become far 
more clinical and develop a ruthless edge if 
they hope to shed their “heroic losers” image. 

This Saturday, they have an early chance to 
start proving a point - and at the same time 
avenge their defeat in the RWC third place 
play-off, when the Australians arrive at the 
Millennium Stadium hot foot from their ruth¬ 
less 60-11 dismembering of the Barbarians’ 
scratch side at Twickenham. 

Having managed to keep his coaching team 
intact around him, Gatland is already starting 
to focus on the next World Cup in four years’ 
time (hence his own ruthlessness in discarding 
veteran Stephen Jones and warning any squad 


players outside Wales that they are putting 
their international future on the line). 

Thus, for all the reasons above, and despite 
gaps in the ranks through injury or unavail¬ 
ability, there is no way that he will be treating 
the match on Saturday as anything less than a 
full-on international clash - another chance to 
iron out the irritating errors and flaws that 
frustrate his fast-developing young team’s full 
flowering on the world scene. 

Capturing a major Tri-Nations scalp in 
Cardiff would not only do wonders for morale, 
as a post-script to the World Cup, but lay 
down a marker in the more important long¬ 
term struggle for consistency. 

In this respect, the date December 3, 2011, 
may yet come to take on a significance on a par 
with April 12,1969 - and the occasion also 
marks the international swansong of wing wiz¬ 
ard Shane Williams, who would certainly not 
have been out of place in that ’70s team of 
super stars.
